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DETAILED ACTION 
Qaim Objections 

Claims 4-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim (i.e., claim 3). 
See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-9 have not been ftirther treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than oiie year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except tiiat an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by HIRSCH (U. S. 
Patent No. 3,352,306). Hirsch discloses a cannula/needle combination wherein the non-circular 
needle has a notch 34 and the cross-section of the needle and cannula are different. See Figs. 18- 
20. 

Claims 1, 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by PURDY et al. 
(EP 0 824 932). Purdy discloses a cannula/needle combination wherein the needle and the 
cannula 11 are different cross-section. See Figs. 4, 14, 15. 
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Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by LUTHER (U. 
S. Patent No. 4,790,817). Luther discloses an injection needle and cannula wherein the needle 
and cannula have different cross-sections; See Figs. 5-10 and 1 1-16; col. 2, lines 15-64. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by BRIMHALL et al. 
(U. S. Patent No. 5,810,780). Brimhall discloses a non-circular injection needle 48 and cannula 
20 wherein the needle and cannula have different cross-sections. See Figs. 9 and 10.
